OBJECTIONS TO A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION ANSWERED 
Ob jection often given— Federal constitu tion is older than the 
Illinois constitu tion. 
We do not need a new federal constitu tion, 
why a new one for Illinois? 
Answer— Federal constitu tion defines only general powers of 
federal government while the present constitu tion of Illinois seeks to 
regu late the state government to the smallest particu lar. 
For in­ 
stance, it contains detailed provisions as to the government of Cook 
cou nty, which has a popu lation eight times as large as that of 1870. 
Legislation depends u pon existing conditions and conditions change. 
If Illinois is to meet the changes and development cau sed b y war, 
she mu st have a newr constitu tion. 
Another ob jection offered— Dangerou s to call a convention b e­ 
cau se it might b e controlled b y faddists and reformers. 
Answer— Why fight for the principle of democracy if we are 
afraid to tru st it in ou r own state? 
The constitu tional 
co nv entio n 
merely drafts the docu ment b u t the people mu st adopt or reject it. 
Ob jection— Wait u ntil the war is over. 
This is no time to con­ 
sider constitu tional convention. 
Answer— The qu estion is: 
Shall we nave a constitu tional con­ 
vention? 
This mu st b e answered Novemb er 5, 19 18. 
If the people 
don’t answer YES, it will take another long ijght to indu ce the leg­ 
islatu re to give the people another chance to vote on the qu estion. 
If we do say YES, the legislatu re has power to postpone the call u n­ 
til after the war. 
Governor Lowden has said: "In my opinion no 
pu b lic service that can b e performed b y anyone who can not go to 
war is more patriotic than to help carry the convention proposition 
at the coming election." 
Voting for the constitu tional convention is 
fu ndamental patriotism.

aw ard of 58 differen t kin ds of merit 
badges. 
G reat care lias been taken to place 
em phasis in the scoutin g program up­ 
on thin gs which are of fun dam en tal 
importan ce an d applicable an d most 
helpful to the largest n um ber of boys 
of scout age in developin g them phys­ 
ically, men tally an d morally an d pre­ 
parin g them for the respon sibilities of 
citizen ship.

NO TAX ON HOMES 
OR FARMS FOR THE 
GOOD ROADS BONDS 


By S. E. BRAD T, State Superintend­ 
ent of Highways. 
W ILL T H E AUTOMOBILE F E E S 
PAY T H E COST <>F T H E BOND IS­ 
SUE SYSTEM OF ROADS? 
T hat is 
w hat both the Bon d Issue Law an d the 
Motor Vehicle Law provide. 
The for­ 
mer would n ot have passed the legis­ 
lature n or would it have been sign ed 
by Govern or Lovrdon if it had n ot made 
ample provision f o r paym en t of bon ds 
an d in terest without a dollar of tax on 
farms, homes, or other property outside 
of motor vehicles. 
In order to assure 
sufficien t fun ds the motor vehicle law 
w as am en ded in creasin g the fees from 
100 to 150 per cen t an d makin g the pay­ 
m en t of the bon ds a first lien on said 
fees. 
Let n s look at the figures. 
In 1017 
the n umber of cars licen sed was 340,- 
252. 
The total collection s by the sec­ 
retary of state from automobile an d 
kin dred licen se fees were $1,588,834.00, 
an average for the year of $4.07 per 
ear. 
The amen dmen t to the motor ve­ 
hicle law, applicable in 1020, in creased 
the fees on curs from 10 to 35 II. Ik, 
100 per c e n t; an d on ears over 35 II. I*, 
which in cludes the large tourin g cars 
an d heavy motor trucks, 150 per cen t. 
We can , therefore, safely estimate the 
average total collection s from automo­ 
biles, trucks, etc., in 1920 at $10 per 
car. 
The question then arises, how man y 
curs must pay licen se fees each year 
to meet the bon d arul In terest require­ 
men ts? 
The bon ds are to lie issued in 
20 an n ual series, but the con struction 
period will cover five years; hen ce the 
bon d paymen ts will ex ten d over a pe­ 
riod of 25 years. 
Dividin g the prin ­ 
cipal of $00,000,000 an d the in terest <>f 
$22,050,000, u total of $82,050,000, in to 
25 paymen ts we have the average an ­ 
n ual paymen t of $3,282,000, which will 
require a registration of 328,000 cars 
per year. 
It is therefore apparen t that 
the ears registered in 1917 without an y 
In crease will yield more reven ue than 
*Vill be required to pay the bon ds an d 
n terest. 
Allowin g the foregoin g to be true, 
let us look at what will be the probable 
In crease in registration . 
For the years 
1914, 3915, 1910 an d 1917, the in crease 
each year was more than 30 per cen t 
over tin * previous year. 
We do n ot 
an ticipate a con tin uan ce of such a per, 
cen tago of in crease; but we do believe 
that a con servative estim ate would be 
10 per cen t each year for the n ex t six 
years. 
This would give us 600,000 
cars by 1924 an d would yield about $6,- 
000,000 an n ual|y. 
T he In crease this 
year to » September 10th Is over 40,000 
ear» , or n early 12 per cen t in eight an d 
on e third mon ths, even in face of war 
con dition s. 
There is, therefore, n o 
question but that the fees as n ow fix ed 
by law will n ot on ly pay the bon ds an d 
in terest, but will also provide a large 
sum addition al fur main ten an ce an d 
for improvin g the con n ectin g ren ds.

on ly reliable preven tive for such dls- 
oases. 
Methods 
of 
calculatin g 
the 
value of commercial bordeaux mix ­ 
tures have, therefore, been published 
• n F arm ers’ Bulletin 994, a copy of 
which can be obtain ed from the de­ 
partm en t at W ashin gton . 
Every package qf commercial bor­ 
deaux 
m ix ture 
carries 
a 
label 
on 
ivhieh is given its con ten t of copper. 
This is usually given in percen tage, 
an d by multiplyin g this percen tage by 
3.93 the result gives the am oun t of 
crystallized copper sulphate, the bul­ 
letin ex plain s. 
If the percen tage Is 
given in terms of copper ox id. multiply 
by 3.14; if in copper hydrox id, multi­ 
ply by 2.56. 
In order to calculate the 
copper sulphate when diluted ready 
for application , multiply tho n umber 
of poun ds of the con cen trated bor­ 
deaux m ix ture to be added to 50 gal­ 
lon s of w ater by the percen tage of 
copper sulphate. 
Physical properties^ such as adhe­ 
siven ess, 
tex ture,

an d rate of settlin g, also are impor­ 
tan t factors in determ in in g the effi­ 
cien cy of bordeaux mix tures. 
A prep­

copper, but coarse an d gran ular In 
tex ture, with poor spreadin g an d* stick­ 
in g qualities, can n ot be ex pected to 
give good results in cases where a 
good fun gicide is required.

tin * physical properties, dilute tho mix ­ 
ture an d place a small quan tity In a 
glass tube, an <l watch the speed with 
which the solids settle to the bottom. 
If the copper is held in suspen sion for 
a great len gth of tim e the physical 
properties of the mix ture may be re­ 
garded as good. 
In order to reduce the cost of spray

When the n ew shoots reach 
a height of three an d on e-half to four 
feet pin ch out or cut off thi» growin g 
tip to cause tin * shoots to bran ch. Cut 
out also all r f the weak shoots, leav­ 
in g on ly the stron g on es. 
Give blackberry bushes the same 
treatm en t.
